MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 


St 


THE April issue of the “Journal of 
the Royal Colonial Institute” contains 
a full report of Dr. Patrick Manson’s 
recent paper headed “A School of 
‘Tropical Medicine,” of which a con- 
siderable portion is devoted to the 
theory of the propagation of malaria 
by the mosquito. Of all tropical 
diseases, many of which in summer 
embrace Shanghai in their territory, 
malaria is the chief. “It is the great 
disease of the tropics. It is the 
principal cause of sickness and death 
there, and of social stagnation. It is 
the King there, and like some brutal 
tyrant, it blasts its subjects and its 
Kingdom. It, and practically it 
alone, is the 
is the Dark Continent; why some, 


most fertile regions of the earth 
are but howling wildernesses covered 
with worthless jungle and inhabited 
only by wild beasts and a sprinkling 
of wilder men. Five millions die 
annually of fever, principally malarial, 
in British India alone. Over 
one third of our soldiers there, Euro- 
pean and native, suffer annually from 
malaria. Apply this proportion to

can get some idea of the aggregate 
amount of suffering malaria means to 
India. When we describe a tropical 
country as ‘unhealthy, we really 
mean that it is malarion: 
After showing how costly this 
malaria is to the Government in its 
effects on Government servants of 
all kinds, Dr. Manson asks if this 
ever-floating cloud of malaria can be 
dissipated, and the answer is, em- 
phatically, “ Yes.” He continues :— 
“sWhat?? I can imagine some- 
ne saying. ‘Disease arises from 
climate; can you change the climate 
of acontinent?’ My answer to that 
is‘No. But disease does not arise 
from climate. This is a common 
and most misleading fallacy. Di 
ease may be influenced by, but it 
cannot be caused by climate. Dis- 
ease is caused by beasts and plants, 
and we have dominion over these. 
To compete successfully with beasts 
and plants all we require is knowledge 
and the skill, the will, and the 
opportunity to apply it. We can 
cut down the mightiest oak, and we 
can draw forth leviathan with a 
hook. If we can do this, surely we 
can subdue the feeble bacterial and 
the feeble protozoal germs of disease.” 
The germ of malaria lives in the 
human blood, and, once introduced, 
will live and multiply for an in- 
j definite period in any country or 
\climate. But it can only be trans- 
j mitted to another human being by 
| means of a mosquito, and fortunately 
|there are only certain varieties of 
| the mosquito that are effective trans- 
| mitters of the malarial germ, and 
{only such individual members of 
| those particular varieties as have 
| previously fed on human blood which 
iat the time contained malarial 
| parasites. Those who object that 
i there used to be plenty of mala 
lin England in the fen country but 
0 mosquitoes Dr. Manson meets 
with a flat contradiction. He say: 
There are plenty of mosquitoes in 
England, at least seven kinds, only 
‘in England they are called ‘ gnats.’” 
Malaria has been nearly driven out 
of England by the- drainage which 
has destroyed the stagnant pools 
which are the breeding-places of the 
mosquito, and by the cheapening and 
wide use of quinine which, as we 
showed some time ago, kills the germ 
of malaria as surely as arsenic kills 
the rat. 
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“See now,” says Dr. Manson, “what 

dominion this knowledge of the ma- 
laria germ gives us over the disease, 
We have it in our power absolutely 
to avert malaria : and this we can do 
in many ways, founding our methods 
on our knowledge of the habits of the 
germ and of the transmitter of the 
germ—that is, the mosquito. As of 
old, we can kill the germ in the 
human host by quinine. ‘This is 
nothing new, you may say. True, 
but the appreciation ofits importance 
as regards the spread of malaria is 
new. We now know that malaria is 
communicable, a catching disease; and 
we now know, what we did not former- 
ly believe, that a malarial patient is a 
source of danger to his neighbours. It 
is therefore of importance to give 
quinine to the malarial patient; not 
for his own sake merely, but for the 
sake of his neighbour as well, to whom 
he is a continual source of danger 
through the mosquitoes that may feed 
upon him and so transmit his germs. 
Malaria could be stamped out ina 
community by all-round free drugging 
with quinine. After a uionth or two 
the supply of infected blood would 
have come to an end, and consequently 
there would be no more infected 
mosquitoes, ‘That is one way of 
exterminating malaria. Another is 
to cause all malarials to sleep under 
mosquito nets, or in mosquito houses. 
The mode of action of this method 
would be practically the same as the 
former. Mosquitoes could not become 
infected; their bites would be harm- 
less. A third method is to cause the 
uninfected to live in mosquito-proof 
houses and sleep in mosquito-proof 
beds. By so doing they could not be- 
come infected, and the parasites would 
tend to die ont for want of fresh 
hosts, A fourth way is to kill by 
different kinds of ‘culicicides all 
mosquitoes entering the house. 
A fifth method is to destroy the 
mosquito larve before they reach 
maturity and the biting stage. ‘Th 
can be done by drainage, or by 
poisoning the mosquito pools. Lastly, 
malaria may be stamped ont by the 
combined application of all these 
methods; and it is probable that 
such a combination will be the 
method adopted in the future, so 
soon as the public have been edneated 
up to the point of wishing for, of 
paying for, and of applying the means 
of protection science has now placed 
at their disposal.” 

We have been so accustomed to 
look upon an attack of malaria asa 
necessary incident of life in China, 
due to the much-abused climate, that 
no attempt has ever been seriously 
made to combat it, as small-pox and 
other epidemics are combatted. But 
now that it is almost certain that 
malaria can be exterminated, no 
doubt our Sanitary Department will 
enter upon the necessary campaign, 
with the adoption of some or all 
of the methods suggested by Dr. 























Manson. The first thing 
to discover during the coming sum- 
mer how many of our_ mosquitoes 
are of the mualaria-bearing variet 
We have learnt that Singapore is 
singularly free from them. ‘There 
are individuals, too, who have been 
many years in China, who are 
constantly bitten by mosquitoes, and 
who never suffer from malaria. Au 
investigation of their blood might 
reveal the presence of a microbe who 
is the successful enemy of the malaria 
microbe, and suggest the preparation 
of an antitoxin. 

Meanwhile, an interesting experi- 
ment is to be tried, under the 
auspices of the London School of 
Tropical Medicine, at Rome. A hnt 
is tu be erected in the most malarial 
part of the Roman Campagna, and 
made mosquito-proof by wire-gauze 
screens and so on. In this two 
skilled observers and two servants 
are to live from May till October, not 
going out of it from an hour before 
sunset to an hour after sunrise every 
day. “Now if these men escape 
fromm fever it will be absolute proof 
that by very simple and inexpensive 
means the human body can be pro- 
tected from the malarial germ.” 

One more experiment is to be 
made. Laboratory-bred mosquitoes 
are to be fed in Rome on patients 
who are known to have malarial 
germs in their blood. “These mos- 

uitoes are to be transported to 

ndon, fed on vegetable jnices till 
such time as we know that the 
malaria germs shall have arrived 
at the venom gland. The insects are 
then to be liberated ina small mosqni- 
to house in which one or more 
Englishmen who have never left this 
country are to sleep. We expect that 
in about ten days after this these 
Englishmen will develop malarial 
fever, and that we shall find the 
malaria parasite in their blood. There 
is no danger from this experiment, 
the type of malaria parasite 
we propose experimenting with is 
not virulent and is easily killed by 
quinine.” 

Volunteers have been secured for 
these experiments, which are so cru- 
cial and at the same time dramatic, 
that their anticipated success should 
carry absolute conviction. 
































THE TROUBLES AT 
WEIHAIWEI.

Iris very unfortunate that the de- 
limitation of the frontier at Weihai- 
wei should have been attended with 
the loss of life reported in the tele- 
gram in another column, the only 
bright spot being the excellent be- 
havour of the Ist Chinese Regiment, 
of which, however, we never had any 
doubt. The responsibility for the 
trouble rests primarily on the Peking 





Government, and to some extent on 


our Legation; on the former, be- 
cause the Chinese inhabitants have 
never been honestly informed of 
their transfer to British rule; the 
latter, because it has not insisted 
on the people being properly  in- 
formed. the following  esuacis 
from the recent articles by our 
correspondent—who knows thorough- 
ly what he writes about--on “The 
Situation at Weihaiwei” fully ex- 
plain the real cause of the present 
trouble — 


Whilst the British claim to have leased a 
certain strip of territory, whilst their ships 
are never absent from the harbour, and 
whilst they have undertaken many works 
on the Iskind and not a few on the main- 
land, on the other hand this claim has 
never been acknowledged by the Chinese Gu- 
vernment—more, as will be shown short} 
denied. And let it be understood hei 
that the writer should not hesitate to

lly, one was heard of elsewhere, in the 
ghbourhood of « mission station, and 
it may well be questioned whether any 

other than these three were issued 

The proclamations made no refe 
ence to taxation or to the administration 
of justice. Moreover, whilst the name of 
China in the proclamation was honoured 
in the usual formal way, the name of Greats 
Britain first appeared at the foot of x 
column, not an insignifieant fact to the 
readers’ for whom it was supposed to be 
intended. This result was obtained by 2 
simple expedient. The British official who 
sanctioned the proclamation, had his copy 
written in columns of ten characters or so. 
‘The proclamation as it appeared — was 
printed in columns of twenty or xo, thus 
causing characters at the top of the column 
of the fair copy to appear at the bottom in 
the form in which it was published. 

Again, not’ long after this proclamation 
appeared, or was supposed to have ap- 
peared, another of a very different chai 
ter was put in every village i it 
territory as well as in the neutral zone. 
It called upon tho people to re-torm the 
militia, and to exercise the trained bands. 
‘The language used was unusually vigorous, 
and the people were explicitly urged to 
act promptly and earnestly. Ostensibly 
the aim was to suppress highway robbery 
and so forth; really, said the people, to 
oppose the British. 
ry is not the only feeling proper to- 
ward these people. We cannot withhold 
our respect. In their own ignorant, 
futile, pitinble way they are prepared to 
fight for what they conceive to be liberty, 
and after all liberty is only what a people 
conceive it to be. That the British authori- 
ties have no intention either of increasing 
the taxes or of imposing new ones ix 
neither here nor there. They have never 
stated, simply and implicitly, that. there 
was no ground for apprehension. Had a 
few words to this effect been inserted in- 
cidentally in one ‘of the proclamations 
issued anent taxation, much of the present 
trouble might have been avoided. Had 
the British Representative in Peking 
stipulated for, and insisted upon having, 



































copy of the official registers concerned, 
‘thus securing recognition of the British by 
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the Chinese authorities, and facilitating 
their assumption of the responsibilities of 
government, it is hardly conceivable that 
the present: deplorable condition of affairs 
could have come about. Again and again 
the villagers have stated that if their own 
Government but give the word they will 
cheerfully recognise the British, but not 
otherwis

We have duly received the May number 
of that well-edited periodical, “The Chinese 
Recorder and Slissionary Journal,” pub-

A vawvep correspondent sends us the 
following important notes :— 

Now that the spirit of reform is 
abroad in the land, it would seem that 
attention might well be directed to the 
machinery of the Mixed Court and some 
improvement made there, for no one can 
attend a morning session of that Court 
without being impressed with the almost 
total absence of any system in the pro- 
ceedings. What has been found in all 
other countries essential to the extrac- 
tion of truth appears to have been re- 
jected by a very important judicial 
tribunal holding “its session in this 
Settlement, and the word important ix 
used after’ proper consideration. It is 
true that the Mixed Court has not the 
high judicial grade of somo others, but 
it is a Court of origival jurisdiction and 
‘one before which a large number of 
cases, in. which Chinese and foreignors 
are interested, must be commenced and 
often finally determined ; and it is that 
fact. which’ gives to the Mixed Court its 
xreat importance asa factor in dispens- 
ing justice in this large and growing 
foreign Settlement It" will therefore 
readily occur that the proceedings of 
such a Court should be orderly and 
systematical, and that the irregular pro- 
ceedings which characterise it should 
cease, Nearly all the great powers of the 
world have representatives _ presiding, 
alternately, in that Court, and doubtless 
thoso representatives could easily frame 
and introduce a system of rules that 
would promote the ends of justice and 
give dignity to the proceedings of the 
Mixed Court. Another subject meriting 
attention is the organisation of lotteries 
in this Settlement. The Municipal 
Council, in order to prevent a monopol 
decided’ to legalise lotteries by granting 
licenses upon certain conditions, and this 
was necessary, because while some of the 
foreign Consular officers had forbidden 
their nationals erigaging in the lottery 
business, others were prevented from so 
doing by the laws of their respective 
countries, which recognised lotteries as 
legal. But although the Municipal Council 
could in no other way break the force of 
monopoly the suggestion is submitted 
that it does not necessarily follow 
that all who apply for license to con- 
duct a lottery should be favourably 
heard. It is not meant to intimate that 
the Council is not watchful on the subject, 
but only to submit, that to prevent the 
unscrupulous from having their way in the 
matter, and to give as much decency as 
possible to what many regard as immoral, 
the antecedents and character of every 
applicant ought to be carefully enquired 
into before the application is granted. Tt 
is not because one may have a sufficient 
stim of money to guarantee the prompt and 
faithful payment of prizes drawn, but the 
more important enquiry is how the appli- 
cant has spent his life, his surroundings, 
and if these be not good then the applica 
tion should be refused. That is one way 
to impart a degree of decency to an 
illegal institution, one that has to be 
tolerated to escape worse evils.

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Tue lottery question is looming up in 
Shanghai, and like most questions in a 
cosmopolitan community such as ours it 
has more than one side to it and cannot 
bo easily settled. But so far as informa- 
tion is available it may be of interest to 
put it on record to assist in the considera- 
tion of the matter. At the annual meet- 
ing of ratepayers in March last the Chair- 
man of the Couneil said :— 


In regard to lotteries, the estimate of 
receipts has been framed on the supposi- 
tion that two of the principal lotteries 
at present existing in Shanghai will con- 
tinue to do business under the licensing 
system introduced by last year’s amend- 
ment of By-law 34, paying a monthly fee 
‘of $1,000 each to the Municipality. Ex- 
perience has shown that notwithstanding 
continuous efforts on the part of the 
Council to suppress lotteries, tickets are 
freely sold in the Settlement. As long 
as the representatives of some nation- 
alities decline to prohibit lotteries, it 
practically amounts to conferring a 
monopoly upon the subjects of these 
Powers, if all other nationalities are pro-

The 
new ship is expected to make 23 knots in 
service. The fastest of our British Atlantic 
liners, our contemporary states, are the 
Campania and Lucania, and they have a 
displacement tonnage of about 17,000 
tons, their length between perpendiculars 
being 600 ft., the “Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse ” is 625 ft. Iong and of 19,800 tons 
displacement, and the “ Deutschland,” 662 
ft. 9 im. long and. 23,000 tons displace- 
ment. ‘The “Deutschland ” is to leave on 
her first voyage to New York on the 17th 
of June, and her performances will be 
watched with interest. In this connection 
it may be noted that she is to leave Ham- 
burg every three weeks, instead of every 
Atlantic liners hitherto. | This practice has 
also been adopted by the American Line, 
and secures the advantage of a greater 
amount of work from the ship within 2 
given time, experience having shown that 
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theso high-speed liners are, as a rule, 
superseded by faster boats before they 
have done a full share of work. The 
“Deutschland” is 662 ft. 9 in. long be- 
tween perpendiculars, and 685 ft. over all. 
Her beam is 67 ft., and moulded depth 44 
ft. The gross tonnage is 16,000, and the 
displacement 93,000 tons. The machinery 
is the most powerful ever put into one 
ship, and has twelve cylinders instead of 
four in the “ Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse.”

WueEn there is war in the air, as well 
as on sea and land, the fighting spirit 
which ever lurks within the purlieus 
of the Press springs to attention, and 
calls the world to witness not merely 
its feats in recording, classifying, and 
illustrating the achievements of the 

resent, but its power to peer forward 
into the hidden recesses of the future. 
Not what is, but what may be, or 
will be; that is the tempting bait 
dangled before the eyes of the read- 
ing world by the prophetic military 
writer. Should he be encouraged or 
suppressed? Ought men of his own 
nation to pat him on the back for his 
patriotism when he picturesa glorious 
future gleaming through the lurid 
vistas of successful war ¢ Or should 
he be still more complimented for his 
efforts to open the eyes of his coun- 
trymen to the “ real state of affairs,” 
so that ere it be too late they may 
prepare to divert disaster? For it 
is always one or other of such reasons 
that is given for the issue of another 
of these essays in prophecy. 

At the moment the readers of the 
Monde Illustré are being entertained 
by a work of this type—La Guerre 
Anglo-Prancaise-Russe It is of the 
roseate kind—for the French.

AMERICAN CONSTITUTION. 
5th May. 

Ir has rather surprised us that the 
views expressed by “ Fundamental” 
in his recent article in our columns 
on “The Dividing Line between tha 
Democratic and Republican Parties ” 
have not elicited more criticism from 
Americans in China. The article in 
question was a valuable one, because 
it stated clearly the view of the 
Constitution of the United States 
which forms the dividing line between 
the two great parties in the Republi 
at the same time it may be taken 
as certain that the Democratic party 
as a whole would not now con- 
sent to see the view carried to the 
conclusion to which the South 
wished to take it in 1861, and 
to allow any State or group of Stati 
if they were dissatisfied to, like 
wayward sisters, part in peace. As 
“Critic” points out in the letter 
which we publish this morning: 
“The question whether National or 
State authority was paramount was 
the real issue of the Civil War, and 
was then settled for ever. The 
people of the North insisted that 
the National authority was para- 
mount and that to it all sections 
should submit. The Southern States 
claimed the right to put their own 
authority above that of the National 
Government and to recede from the 
Union in case of irreconcilable con- 
flict of authority with the National 
Government.” “Critic” goes on to 
refer to some of the great American 
statesmen who have condemned the 
Southern view, and adds that “its 
reassertion at this late day is as 
futile as would be an argument} 
for the restoration of slavery itself.” 
The result of the Civil War un- 
questionably was that the Democrats 
in the North and the people in the 
South with the exception of a few 
irreconcilables accepted “ The Unien, 
one and indivisible,’ and the discus- 
sion of State rights now has passed 
out of the region of practical polities 
and has become merely academic. 

Among the statesmen quoted by 
“Critic” we do not find the name of 
one of America’s greatest men, who 
has gone down to history side 
side with Washington himself, 
Abraham Lincoln, a man who was 
much misunderstood in England at 
first, but who before his cruel assas- 
sination had by his wisdom and trae 

atness conquered British _pro- 
judice, and earned full recognition 
of his moral and mental grandeur. 
In his first inaugural address on the 
4th of March 1861 he said :— 

“Tb _is seventy-two years since the 
first inauguration of a President 
under our National Constitution. 
During that period fifteen different 
and greatly distinguished citizens 
have, in succession, administered 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. They have conducted it 




























through many perils, and generally 
with great suceess. Yet with ail 
this scope of precedent, I now enter 
upon the same great task for the 
brief constitutional term of four years 
under great and peculiar difficulty. 
A disruption of the Federal Union, 
heretofore only menaced, is now 
formidably attempted. 

“T hold that in contemplation of 
universal law and of the Constitution, 
the Union of these States is perpetual. 
Perpetuity is implied, if not express- 
ed, in the fundamental law of all 
national governments. It is safe to 
assert that no government proper 
ever had a provision in its organic 
law for its own termination. Continue 
to execute all the express provisions 
of our national government, and the 
Union will endure for ever,—it being 
impossible to destroy it, ‘except by 
some action not provided for in the 
instrument itself. 

“Again, if the United States be 
not a government per, but an 
association of States in the nature 
of contract merely, can it asa con- 
tract be peaceably unmade by less 
than all the parties who made it? 
One party to a contract may violate 
it—break it, so to speak; but does 
it not require all to lawfully rescind 
HGR ian 
“ Tt follows then from these views, 
that no State, upon its own mere 
motion, can Tavefally get out of the 





Union: that resolves and ordinances | P; 


to that effect are legally void, and 
acts of violence within any State or 
States, against the authority of the 
United States, are insurrectionary or 
revolutionary according to circum- 
‘stances. 

“I therefore consider that in view 
of the Constitation and the Laws, the 
Union is uubroken: and to the extent 
of my ability I shall take care, as the 
Constitution itself expressly enjoins 
upon me, that the laws of the Union 
be faithfully executed in all the 
States. Doing this I deem to be 
only a simple duty on my part.” 

We do not know if Lincoln's state 
apers are ever made use of in the 
ooks that are compiled for the 

education of the young in England, 
but they fully deserve to be. His 


by|cducation was something like that 


of John Bright, and his papers and 
speeches resembles Bright's in their 
power, their purity, and their wisdom. 
As Lincoln pointed out in his 
magnificent address at the dedication 
of the National Cemetery at Gettys- 
burg, the blood of the brave men who 
consecrated that ground cemented 
the Union for all time, and his own 
blood, shed on the 14th of April 
1865, put the final seal to it.

THE SPRING RACE MEETING. 

7h May. 
No-one could doubt that the Races 
are still a strong attraction to Shang- 
hai who saw the large gathering, 
including a great number of brightly- 
dressed ladies, in the Grand Stand 
and on the lawns on Saturday. It 
is very seldom that all three days of 
a Spring Meeting in Shanghai are 
free from rain, but Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday of last week were abso- 
Intely rainless. Although the mer- 
cury reached 86° in the course 
of the afternoon, the force of the sun 
was tempered a little by the light 
clouds which betokened a coming 
change, and the third day joined its 
two predecessors in completing a 
most successful meeting. Enthusiasm 
is evidently not a necessary outcome 
of general enjoyment, for while there 
was no doubt about the presence of 
the latter there was equally little 
doubt about the absence of. the 
former, the only cheering that could 
be called a demonstration being when 
Mr. C. R. Burkill rode in on his own 
pony to be weighed in after winning 
the Champion Sweepstakes. It will 
be remembered that Loyalty won the 
same race at the Spring Meeting last 
year, making the record for a mile- 
and-a-qnarter, and was second to 
Damaskus at’ the Autumn Meeting, 
On Saturday Damaskus, having been 
badly beaten by Rio Grande in the 
i-Mutuel Stakes, his last chance, 
was unfortunately not qualified for 
the Champions. 

There is a general complaint that 
while the racing is good, and the 
public come up in full numbers, the 
meetings themselves nowadays are 
very tame. Old residents especially 
may be heard deploring the absence 
of the fun that used to characterise 
the racing in the old days. But the 
conditions have entirely changed. 
In the old days almost everybody 
lived in town, the jaunt to the 
races was a jaunt into the country, 
and the meeting was ‘kind of 

nd picnic where everybody knew 
Everybody leo, and all-about. their 

jonies and their hopes and fears. 
Heeerysus had some personal interest, 
in the sport, and each race was not 
merely a spectacle which you went 
tothe rails to look at if you felt so 
disposed, and then turned away con- 
tented. The interest in the races 
has been weakened by dilution, 
there being ten events a day now, 
where six or seven would be quite 
enough, and by being spread over 
a much greater number of people. 
There is a great deal of reason, too, - 
in those who blame the prominent 
position occupied by the paris- 
mutuels for the absence of gaiety at 
the races. Three-fourths or more of 
the men and half the ladies or so go 
about all the afternoon with bank- 
notes in their hands, and are think- 
ing all the time of their losings and 
winnings, and asking for and ex- 
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changing tips. It is good business, no 
doubt, but it is fatal to gaiety. It 
is impossible for a place that has 
become as large as Shanghai now is, 
to remain the one happy-go-lucky, 
friendly, jovial family that it was at 
the race-meetings of yore. 

‘The wins on: Sattirday wore more 
scattered than ever ; there were nine 
races and they fell to nine separate 
ponies, from “nine separate stables, 
and to six riders, Mr. A. W. Burkill 
securing three firsts, Mr. Wuilleumier 
two, and Messrs. Meyerink, Campbell, 
Cumming, and C: R. Burkill one 
each. The Pari-Mutuel Stakes was 
reduced practically to a match 
detween Damaskus and Rio Grande. 
The public, it will be scen, still had 
faith in Damaskus and backed him 
against Rio Grande at about four to 
one, Buttercup before the start bolted 
three-quarters of the way round the 
course the wrong way to the gato, 
where his rider nimbly slipped’ off 
his back, and the pony was taken in 
and unsaddled ; while Crassus II was 
not regarded as having any chance. 
Rio Grande carrying a’ seven-pound 
penalty defeated Damaskus hand- 
somely, and considering the effort he 
made in this race, penalised as he 
was, his coming in only half-a-length 
behind Loyalty in the Champions 
was a very fine exhibition. In the 
Yangtze Cup Chessy came up on 
the rails inside Merrylegs, instead of 
coming up outside him, and could not 
get past him, Merrylegs refusing to 
give way in spite of all his jockey 
could do. There was a general 
grumble that Mr. Rodoet should 
claim a foul, but, as “Daybreak” 
puts it, “Mr. Dietrich, in not lodging 
complaint, showed that he is a 
sportsman of the very best stamp.” 
The Nil Desperandum was a con- 
siderable upset. Ring Off who started 
at two to one on was not even 
placed, while the winner Twilight 
started at about ten to one against. 

Dr. Keylock is again to be con- 
gratulated on his starting, especially 
where this occurred opposite the 
Grand Stand where the presence of 
such a company of people is apt to 
make the ponies more fidgety. ‘There 
is nothing fresh to be said about 
all the arrangements, which have 
been brought to the pink of per- 
fection, as far as all the officials 
are concerned ; some dissatisfaction 
would be avoided if the public were 
not to show itself quite so apprehen- 
sive that there would not be enough 
tiffin for all entitled to it. Finally 
it may be mentioned that “Day- 
break” tipped five winners out of 
nine on Saturday, and in two races 
gave the three placed ponies in their 
proper order; and that the amount 
that passed through the paris-mutuels 
on Saturday was $37,313, making a 
total for the three days of something 
over $103,000. , The details of Satur- 
day’s sport will be found in another 
column.

It is worthy of notice that at 
the very moment when Joubert was dying 
at Pretoria, Sir George White was telling 
the people at Capetown that the Boer Com- 
mander-in-Chief was ‘a gentleman and an 
honourable opponent. 

Sir George White gave his hearers at 
Capetown ‘some remarkably interesting 
detuils of the defence of Ladysmith, which 
we do not think have been reported before. 
‘There have been few finer exploits than 
that recorded by Sir George of sixteen 
men of the Manchester Regiment, In the

The foreigner, bemg fair game, has 
to take the chances given to the 
pheasant or the hare. He has his 
close time, and with that must be as 
content as he can. It is evidently 
against the unwritten native canons 
of sport to chase the foreigner 
during the winter. Out of thirty- 
four “first-class” riots which have 
occurred since 1842 only four have 
happened during the months of 
Noveniber, December, January, anu 
| February. March has been entirely 














free. May and and June on the other 
hand are the height of the season, 
exactly half of the total having taken 
place during those months. So far 
as Shanghai is concerned, the first 
occurred in May 1874, with the well- 
remembered outbreak in the French 
Settlement. In May 1891 there 
were three riots at different places on 
the Yangtsze, to be followed four 
years later by another series in Sze~ 
chuan. June, however, easily takes 
the record for individual months, 
with eleven out of the total thirty- 
four. Of these no less than nine 
belong to one year, 1891, when the 
Great River valley was almost aflame. 
Fortunately but a small proportion 
of these anti-foreign outbursts have 
been accompanied by murder, but 
those that have were marked with all 
the ferocity of which the infuriated 
Asiatic is capable. The massacre of 
the nuns at Tientsin in 1870, and 
the planned murder of Mr. Stewart 
with ten women and children at 
Kuehéng are the worst examples. 

It will not be amiss, then, if we 
take this opportunity of calling to 
the remembrance of those must 
intimately concerned the fact that 
we are now upon the threshold of 
that very season when these in- 
sensate tempests of irrepressible ex- 
citement are likely to occur. It is 
quite unnecessary to enter upon 
any physiological or psychological 
examination of the reasons why 























the native mind should be more 
inclined to riot at one time of 
the year than at another. It is 


sufticient that we know it is so. 

‘The fundamental causes are not far 
to seek: their parent on the one 
side is Ignorance, and on the other 
Credulity. Fertile as these always 
are, it is but natural that we should 
find in their train almost an army of 
anti-foreign sons and daughters. 
There are social causes, religious 
causes, and political causes why the 
foreigner should be made to pay the 
penalty of being understood in some 
cases and misunderstood in others. 
The jealousy of the mandarins on 
the one hand, and of religious en- 
thusiasts on the other is quite 
enough to account for mnch, and 
when to this we add racial dislike 
common to all nations under heaven, 
it is not surprising that riots do at 
times take place. That there is too 
frequently a certain amount of official 
suggestion aud connivance in these 
outbreaks is part and pareel of the 
religious belief of every foreigner, 
and that the dropping of a few shells 
into the nearest yamén would act 
as a prophylactic is its corollary. 
But it may be permitted to the 
modern sceptic to have some doubt 
even upon such an accepted tenet as 
this. Riots have occurred in which 
the finger of authority has been 
traced so plainly. that they who ran 
could read, but there have been 
others in which the officials have 
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done their duty like men, showing 
in every possible way their detestation 
of the murderous tendencies of their 
countrymen. 

Still, just as the judicious display 
of a loaded revolver has in individual 
cases been known to exercise a 
marvelously soothing effect upon 
excited natives, so it cannot be too 
well understood by the oficial 
classes as a whole that they will be 
held responsible for any damage to 
foreign life and property. We wish 
to emphasise this point at the pre- 
sent moment since it is a matter of 
common knowledge that a great 
amount of discontent ts amongst 
the natives all the country over. It 
may be anti-dynastie, or partly so, 
and reformers may be quite right in 
attributing it to dislike of the policy 
of the Eimpress Dowager. But we 
likewise know that once rebellion, or 
even rioting, has begun no one cau 
tell where it will stop. “See how 
great a matter a little fire kindleth,” 
is particularly true of social and 
political disturbance in China. 

With the northern provinces over- 
run by the Boxers, the Yangtz 
Valley distinctly dissatisfied with the 
prescht position of affairs, and the 
southern provinces arming, a word in 
season cannot be mis-said. It may 
be added that Chinese in Peking 
who study the undercurrents and 
who write to their friends in Shan 
hai things which they find it prudent 
nob to utter in the capital, are 
more“and more convineed that th 
Manchus in power are preparing for 
bold attempt to expel the foreigner 
altogether from North Chiua.

TROUBLE ON THE RAILWAY. 

On Tuesday morning there was a serious 
accident on the second section about a 
mlred Ii out from Hankow. Two construc 
tion , crowded with workmen, while 
proceeding at a rapid rate suddenly tumbled 
over_an embankment through some fail- 
ure in the rail, with the result that nine 
men were killed on the spot and a great 
many injuced, one of whom died after- 
wards. ‘The same day, a little further along 
the line, to men were blown to pieces 
through the premature explosion of a blast 
ing charge. As the result of these affairs, 
the country people turned out in their 
thousands determined that, once for all, 
they. would put a stop to these killing 
and maiming proceedings. Their attitude 
towards the foreign employees was so 
threatening that all of them employed on 
the second section, to the number of 
eighteen, beat a hasty retreat to Hunkow, 
Here they still remain, afraid to go back, 
although the officials have compromised the 
matter by a payment of $90 per head funeral 
expenses.

Still, it must be said, 
the majority of them one sees are of a type 
—low-grade Continental—which is new 
to the interior. In language, dress, and 
general behaviour, they are to say the lenst 
peculiar, and they don’t look like the 
people one would care to meet on a lonely 
road on a dark night. Considering that 
the Hupeh Chinaman is not the meekest of 
his race, the wonder is that there hns been 
so little trouble, more especially as the

A MISSIONAUY LIGHTNING CONDUCTOR, 
‘The Japanese reformers of Buddhism are 
the subject of much remark at present. 
The natives give the following account 
which may at least in part be taken cum 
grano, etc. The’ Japanese propagandists 
first iustalled themselves in a temple at 
one end of the large seaport town Antao 
(6 miles from the city) but were compelled 
to vacate the same after spending quite 
a sum in repairs. What influence was 
brought to bear to this extent no one 
seems to know, They then rented a place 
in the heart of the town and began 
making converts. Among these were a 
number of ex-Protestant adherents who 
had been ordered to stop being Christians 
by the missionaries and were all the 
more heartily received and favourably 
placed in the official ranks of the new 
organisation. All these men are well paid 
and stand a good chance of promotion by 
simply opening mew branches of the 
work. Lay converts pay sixty (60) cents 
a head for a paper certificate of mem- 
bership or one dollar if a silver medal 
bearing the image of meiji is preferred. 
And the quid pro quo? The benefit 
of Japanese prestige in all cases 
where the holder has not had a_per- 
sonal share in a theft or murder. Many 
of both the old gun, and of the knife 
society have bought certificates and will 
doubtless soon have enough business for 
the devoted shave pates. ‘The passports 
of the latter represent them as “ travelling 
for pleasure.” The peculiar pleasure on 
\d_just now is the protection of a man 
who is quite persistently demanded by the 
magistrate as being in part responsible for 
the murder of a man in a village quarrel, 
an assault on a sub-magistrate and “other 
offences not yet settled.” An Amoy man 
acts as interpreter to the Japanese, the 
latter having mastered neither the Man- 
darin nor the Hsinghua. ‘Thus, and simi- 
larly the quid nunes. ‘The common people 
are heard to exclaim: “Coming to teach 
us the worship of idols! As if we didn't 
know how to worship idols!” Their pre- 
sence is likely to save the missionaries from 
more adherents than to deprive them of 
followers.

of food are slightly higher than when I 
wrote before. The wheat crop was damag- 
ed “about 3/10” (as the uatives put it) 
just before harvesting. ‘The rains also in- 
terfered with the sweet potato drying so 
that this staple for the poor is more expen- 
sive even than rice.

If the import of 
foreign wheat lowers the value of native 
grain,, much of the soil will he planted with 
the poppy and emigration to the Straits 
Settlements will increase.

foreigners. 
ISLAND NAVIGATION. 

It is two years since there began to be 
definite rumours that Yuan Shih-k'ai had 
a fleet of steamers under onstruction in 
Shanghai, to be put on the Grand Canal 
the first of June, 1898, when inland nai 
gation was to have been suddenly opened. 
A few weeks ago the mother of Yuan camo 
from Tieutsin drawn by one or two steam- 
launches, making very leisurely progress 
indeed. ‘She was the recipient of tho 
usual profuse attentions, especially at Té- 
chou where sho left the river.” Consul 
Campbell, who was just going north, after 
waiting the langer part of a day, got the use 
of the launches to take him to Tientsin. 
But the rest of us who are neither the 
mothers of Governors, nor even ordinary 
Consuls, still have to waste a week to yet 
a journey of a few hours. 

Vudging by the incessant and apparently 
inexhaustible troubles of the Germans in 
tho eastern end of the province over their 
rudimentary beginning, the day of rail 
and steam navigation may be somewhat, 
distant still. ‘The small acreage of wheat 
looks well, and planting is everywhere 
going on, ‘but with the climour for rain, 
which tho clouds do not heed. It is « 
ing more than a thousand years old, 
that * Spring rain is as dear as oil.” With 
her many other reforms, China needs a 
1e of every description. 

































PEKING. 
(FEoM OK OWS ConRESTONDEST.) 
TIE BOXERS, SERIOUS CONFLICT. 

Word was received here yesterday ofa 
serious fight between Boxers and Roman 
Catholic Christians 50 U4 south of Pao- 
tingfu, near a place called Chiangchia- 
cnug. First Bishop Favier received a 
telegram, then the Tsungli Yamén a wire 
from the local officials, finally in the after- 
noon a letter, thanks to the railway postal 
service, from’a Protestant missionary con- 
firming the previous reports and adding 
more detail. 

Teseems a mob of two thousand Boxers 
attacked a Roman Cutholic village, and the 
villagers having anticipated the attack were 
well armed with flcearms. After a battle 
from § aan. till 3 pan. during which the 
Boxers lost between ‘sixty and seventy 
killed and many wounded, and the Catholics 
only one killed and six wounded, the 
Boxers retreated in dismay, 

‘The Catholics fought from the roofs of 
their houses and had abundance of am- 
munition, while the Boxers’ weapons con- 
sisted principally of stones, clubs and 
knives, On representation of the case at 
the Tsungli Yamén prompt orders were 
issued, and n regiment of cavalry sent at 
once by rail to the scene of disorder with 
instructions to the colonel in command to 
suppress the Boxers at once and let uo 
further trouble arise. 2 
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BETTER NEWS FROM SHANTUNG. 
From Shantung comes word that the 
provinee is quieting down and both mis- 
siouaries and railroad builders are not 
being ang farther molestad by the Boxers, 
though they are still seen drilling. 

‘From Tungchow, thirteen miles south of 
us, complaints have been forwarded to the 
‘American Legation of Boxer drillings and 
Boxer threats, but the sungli Ys 
yesterday dispatched » company of ex 
there, and as the Taotai Shen Shil-ming 
is quite friendly towards foreigners, there is 
not likely to be any: trouble there. 

Tsunbua in the east of this province, where 
the American Methodist Mission have a 
large compound, has also been provided 
with a cavalry company to forestall Boxer 
developments.

IMPERIAL DECREES. 

(1), Prince Ching, Ist Order, and Na Yen- 
tu, Prince of the Khalkha Mongols, Ist 
Order, are hereby appointed Inspectors- 
General of Palaces. : 

2) Yang Chung-yi, Censor, is hereby 
given a provincial appointment and ap- 
pointed prefect of Hanchungfu, Shensi 
province. 

Note :—This Censor is one of Jung Lu’s 
favourite parasites, who made himself 
obnoxious to his patron’s great rival, Prince 
Ching, in the bitter fight hetween the two 
for supremacy in the Councils of the Em- 
press Dowager, ‘The result has been that, 
during a lull in the intrigues and before 
slong Tu was aware of it, Prince Ching art- 
fully recommended his tival’s protégé for 
the Hanchungfu prefectship, the issuing 
of the above decree coming like a thunder- 
clap in a clear sky to Jung Lu and his 
follows.—Translator. 

(8) Decree giving assent to the promo- 
tions recommended by Prince Ching, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Peking Field 
Force, to x number of the military officers 
of the Force for good conduct aid atten- 
tion to duty during the three years just 
passed : these recommendations being 
mado triennially.

MORE FUNDAMENTAL. 
To the Baiitor of the 
“Nontu-Cmixa Daty News.” 

Sim,—Those of your réaders who are 
not Aimericans and therefore not familiar 
with the facts, ure so likely to receive such 
erroneous impressions from the article by 
Fundamental” which appeared iu your 
issue of April the 23rd that simple justice 
to them seems (o require # correction of 
its many misstatements. 

The trend of the article is a reassertion 
of the long-exploded theory that the 
Amerie Cynstitution is a mere league of 
independent States, Such was, indeed, 
the Government under the Articles uf 
Confederation which immediately preceded 
the formation of the National Govern. 
ment. But that Government was so. weak 
and unsatisfactory, “the merest shadow 
of a shade,” that the people soon re- 
cognised the necessity cf a consolidated 
Government, Accordingly the Conven- 
tion of 1787 was called, and framed the 
present Constitution. ‘That it was not » 
niere league of States, but an attempt to 
establish consolidated National Gover 
ment is expressed in its very first words 
“We the people of the United States 
* * * do ordain_aud establish this 
Constitution, ete.” Not ‘the States of 
New Hamp shire, Massachusetts, etc.,” as 
was the case under the old Articles of 
Confederation. Thus the avowed object 
of the Constitution was to establish a con- 
solidated National Government, and when 
tho various States, theretofore independ- 
ent, had ratified it, then it became the 
supreme law of the land. 

‘The question whether National or State 
suthority was paramount was the real issue 
‘ofthe Civil War; and was then settled 
forever. The people of the North insisted 




















that the National authority was p:ramount 
and that to it all seccions should submit. 
‘The Southern States claimed the right to 
put their awn authority above that of the 
National Government, and to secede from 
the Union incase of irreconcilable con- 
flict of authority with the National Go- 
vernment, Such had been the pernicious 
teachings of Jefferson, Calhous, and Davis. 
But the highest aud best’ authority 
throughout the history of the Republic had 
heen against such a doctrine. Washington, 
the President of the convention which 
framed the Constitution, had sternly con- 
demned it. Hamilton, ‘the greatest con- 
structive statesmin of his time, opposed 
it. And Webster, the profoundest ex- 
pounder of the Constitution, with the 
irresistible force of his logic,’ combatted 
and overthrew it. The God of Battles 
decided against it at Gettysburg and Ap- 
pomattox, and its reassertion at this late 
day is as futile as would be an argument 
for the restoration of slavery itself. 

‘The writer of the article 
solidated Government such as isfavoured by 
the Republican party would end in monar- 
” ‘The Republic 
never heen in danger of either, save fron 
the arrogant slive oligarchy of the South 
“befo’ de wah.” During the long years 
of Republican rule tl heen a 
constant expansion of individual rights and 
liberties ; and full sway has been given to 
every tendency that makes for the prosper- 
ity, permanence, and power of the Am

SQUEEZES IN THE INTERIOR. 
To the Extitor of the 
“Nonru-Carsa Day News.” 

Sin,—I have occasionally noticed letters 
in your columns speaking of the Transit 
Paks system. In these your correspondents 
have ventured the opinion, that, though 
tite arrangement with the Chinese autho- 
rities provides for goods, on which the Jikin 
has already been paid at the treaty Ports, 
to be delivered at the destination free of 
additional duty, in actual practice the 
native customs levy some further tax. 

Recently » companion and myself had 
the following experience, which throws a 
little light on the question. We travelled 
by native boat, but instesd of engaging an 
empty hoat, ‘as usual, we secured one 
which had some bales of cotton yarn in 
the bottom, the accommodation on the top 
being reserved for us, 

We passed in all three likin barriers, and 
at each men came on board to search the 
Voat. At the first place our boatman took 
@ few Loxes of Japanese matches to give 
to the examiners, and they passed his boat 
with less tallting thanwsual. At the second 

















‘a searcher came who made no.secret about 
his requirements; in our hearing he said 
“ Where are the matches, soap, and towel 
that you have to give me?” ‘Phe boatman 
endeavoured to appense him by producing 
a few boxes of matches, and after a little 
a string of 100 cash. ‘The money he abso- 
lately refused, and we concluded they were 
forbidden to accept money. We asked why 
he demanded these things? He replied, 
“We have to collect so many thousand 
dollars per mouth, and how can we do so 
if we do not make every boat contribute 
atleast something?” The third barrier was 
the most dificult to pass, and hero wo 
met with more delay than ‘usual ; we were 
kept 2 hours. Our boatman had ‘to go on 
shore to the office ; the explanation he gave 
seemed reasonable, and hisstatement corres- 
ponded with what’ we had previously wit- 
nessed. In the offices the clerk in charge 
called in question the Customs receipts, 
ving he believed they were not genuine. 

Té that is 50,” our uian replied, **I shall 
return the pxpers to those who gave me 
them.” Finding that way of dealing un- 
successful he demanded matches, son 
towels, and tohacco—where were these pre~ 
sents,’ why hadthe boatman not brought 
them’? He did offer some matches but theso 
were deemed insuflicient, and consequently 
he was kept waiting, nor did he appear until 
after my companion went in person to tho 
place, to enquire the reason for the long 
delay. Perhaps this experience may ho 
of interest to some of your renders. It 
is obvious that the presents of matches, 
soap, towels and tobacco, aro used by 
the numerous assistants belonging to the 
ikin station. ‘The value of the things 
demanded is not great, still the bortmen 
are squeezed, and the delays caused to the 
boat trattic cannot be inconsiderable,

THE DIVIDING LINE AND 
THE PEKING * CRITIC.” 
—+__ 

When I wrote the article on the divid- 
ing line between the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties, I addressed it to the in- 
telligence of the reader, and am gratified 
that only two, thus far. have been so de- 
ficient as to understand it other than as 
the presentation of a question touchin 
tho organic structure of the American o- 
vernment. And it is especially creditable 
to the zeneral intelligence of Americans in 
China that they welcome rather than ob- 
ject to a full and free discussion of what- 
ever may relate ‘to their government, be- 

jeving that every light turned on will dis- 
close more of the beauty and harmony of 
its mechanism. 

The card. therefore, by 

which appeared in Monday's 
only worthy of fe 
ion. to the general rule so creditable to 
American citizens wherever they may 
reside. 
_ But the “Critic” who hails from Pek- 
ing, while the second exception to the 
rule, may deserve a more enlarged com- 
miseration because of his apparent alarm 
on the subject of secession. 

Little did I hope, when 1 wrote the 
article, that it would awaken the attention 
of anyone in Peking to mundane affairs, 
and it will at least have served a good pur- 
pose, if industry in that Capital can be 
aroused to any practical business on this 
earth; for it was to be expected that an 
occurrence of more than thirty years ago 
would he of too modern a date to-come 
within the cognizance of a sojourner in so 
ancient a city. 

But to calm whatever alarm “Critic” 
may have on the subject of secession, as 
well as to indicate that the subject was 
foreign to my mind, it may be stated 
that more than thirty years ago there was 
an amendment made to the Constitution 
expressly interdicting secession, and pro- 
viding, in the clearest language, that n0

“State should have the right to secede, 
and that this amendment is now 
part of the Constitution, which - all 
‘American ‘citizens have taken an oath 
to support, maintain, and defend; 
so that the question of secession 
it possibly be resurrected, and when 
Critic” injected it into this discussion 
he was guilty of an unpardonable stupi- 
dity and’ shonld be ‘supplied with some 
elementary history of his country. 
But this very Amendment, which all 
patriotic Americans: rejoice settled the 
vexed question forever, was uot sub- 
mitted to the people of the United 
tes, but to each State in its separate 
capacity, and was ratified by each State, 
acting separately, thus recognising the 
Federal character of the government, and 
not the National character contended for 
by “Critic.” And if “Critic” can be 
correct, how is it that the President is 
not ciected by the people of the United 
States? All know that the President is 
elected by electors chosen by the voters 
of the several States who are qualified to 
vote by the laws of their respective 
States, and that even Lincoln did not 
receive a majority of the voters, though 
no President could be elected except by a 
jority of the voters if the government 
National. 
You are very 


























much in error, Mr. 
Editor, in supposing that the subject of 
the article, which’ “Critic” —misreads 
and then attempts to reply to,is academic, 
for the powers of the general government 
and the rights of the State governments are 
defined in another amendment to the 
Constitution, which says that the powers 
not granted in that instrument to the 
General Government are reserved to the 
States, leaving no doubt on the subject ; 
and it would be impossible to administer 
the domestic affairs of the country with- 
out a knowledge of the orginic’ struce 
ture of the government. 

‘There has scarcely been a session of the 
Supreme Court, since the war, when it 
did not become the duty of that Court to 
nicely balance the rights of the general 
and State governments that the ma- 
chinery might move with smoothnes 
Only ‘a few months ago a gubernatorial 
candidate in the State of Kentucky was 
shot down and the capital of the State 
was in possession of armed men,but when 
the Governor of Kentucky applied to the 
General Government for aid, he was 
answered that the subject came within 
the rights of the State of Kentucky to’ 
determiue, the opiriion in behalf of the 
United States being delivered by Judge 
Taft the present head of the Philippine 
Commission. 

And when, somewhat earlier, Italian 
subjects were killed in the city of New 
Orleans, and Italy demanded redress from 
the General Government, the answer was 
returned that the matter would have to be 
adjusted by the State of Louisiana, be- 
eneral Government could not 
nterfere with the rights of that State. 
And recently it was held in New York that 
negro children should not attend a school 
ed hy white children, an issnte likely’ 
to be submitted to the Supreme Court, ha- 
anse, on the live of “ Critie’s” couten- 
tion, the exclusion violated the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments, which provide- 
that there shall be no distinction between, 

< on account of colour or previous 
condition of servitude. 

It will be evident from these examples, 
that the subject of my article is by no 
means ancient history, but is quite a live: 
subject of every day practical bearing, and 
that the principle now constitutes a 
dividing line between the Democra ic and: 
Republican parties. 

The white men of New York say that 
their children shal. not associate in schools 
with negro children, but the argument of 
“Critic” would enforce such association, 
for there is no escape from the fact that it: 
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was the Republican party which engrafted 
upon the Constitution the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments, which would level 
all races to a plain of equality. Others 
can think and act as they prefer, but I 
shall cast my fortunes with my own race, 
and stand with whichever political party 
maintains that the white man is of the 
superior race and- should be entrusted 
with the government of my country, the 
making and the execution of its laws, If 
the Government is National, then New 
York is in error, but if Federal, then a 
Btate has the right to regulate its domestic 
affairs. The very moment the Constitu- 
tion is extended to the Philippine Islands 
the Filipinos become American citizens by 
virtue of the operation of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments, but without the 
amendments the Government would not 
be hampered and embarrassed as it now is. 
The flourish made by “Critic” with refer- 
ence to “a constant expansion of in 
dual rights and liberties” is more the 
vocabulary of the Western stump orator 
than the language of soberness and wis- 
dom. Rights, to be secure, and liber 
to be enduring, must be kept within 
proper limits and regulated by constitu 
tional restrictions, and not enlarged to 
suit the political interest of the dema- 
ogue jand it is feared that rights cannot 
jong be secured, nor liberty perpetuated, 
with provisions in the organic law of the 
country conferring citizenship upon every 
coolie and negro who goes to the United 
States to live. That is certainly a policy 
opposed by the Democratic party, and 
which the policy of the Republican party 
has made a reality, as evidenced by the 
fourteenth and ‘fifteenth amendments, 
and under those amendments there will 
he no limit to “Critic's” expansion. 
But “Critic” stumbles over the words, 
“We people of the United States . . . 
do ordain and establish this Constitution, 
ete.,”. and reasons that if it had beea 
intended to establish a Federal Re- 























public, the States would have been named 
im the preamble of the Constitution as 
they were named in the preamble to the 
Articles of Confederation. 

Others have similarly stumbled ove: 
the same words, but some have righted 
thomselyes in the light of historie faccs. 

Samuel Adams, of Massachusetts, was 
startled by those very words, and would 
have opposed the ratification of the 
Constitution had not a proper meaning, 





been given them; and Patrick Henry, 
of Virginia, was as strong in opposition 
until convinced of their true meaning ; 
and the views of these two men, leaders 
in their respective sections, the North 
‘and the South, are indicated to show that 
it was meant and intended that the Con- 
stitution should establish a Federal Re- 
public and not a consolidated National 
Government. ¢ 

But lot the cardinal fact speak for it- 
self :—The Convention which framed the 
Constitution sat with closed doors, and 
no one at the time was allowed to take a 
copy of its proceedings recorded in the 
journal of the Convention ; this journal 
vras placed in the Keeping of Washington, 
the President of the Convention, and not 
until nine years after the Convention 
completed its work was it deposited in 
the archives of the State Department, 
but so soon as published the exact 
significance of the words quoted was made 
clear. 

Tt appears from the Journal that the 
original language of the preamble to the 
Constitution did designate the thirteen 
(original) States by name, but that the 
debate showed that as a tmanimous rati- 
fication by all the thirteen States could 
not be expected, it was therefore deter- 
mined that if nine States should ratify the 
Constitution it should suffice as “between 
the States so ratifying the same.” The 
Journal of the debates shows the above 





fact, and as the names of the States 
which might ratify the Constitution could 
not be known, it was evidently impossible 
to name any, and hence all ‘were omitted, 
with the understanding that the States 
which did ratify would favour the amend- 
ment, referred to, providing that the 
powers not granted in the Constitution to 
the General Government were reserved to 
nd ths understanding was 
ved at in order to clearly demonstrate 
that the General Government w: 
Federal and not a consolidated \: 
vernment. 























James Madison was the most prominent 
figure in the formation of the Constitution 
and answering an enquiry by Patrick 
Henry, in connection with the preamble, 
he said: “Who are the parties to the 
Constitution? The people, but not the 
people as composing one great body ; but 
the people as composing thirteen sovereign- 
ties.” If it was a consolidated govern- 
ment, stid Madison, “the assent of a 
majority of the people would be sufficient 
for its establishment, and as a majority 
have adopted it already, the remaining 
States would be bound by the act of the 
majority, even if they unanimously re- 
probated it.” Some of the States refused 
to ratify the Constitution for several 
months, after the ratification by the re-

‘Tho soundness of Madison’s answer to 
Henry is established by the unmistakable 
clearness of the language in which the Con- 
stitution was ratified by the several 
States. 

Massachusetts announced her ratifica- 

‘ou in these words: ‘In Convention of 
the delegates of the people of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, 1778. The 
Convention having impartialy discussed 
and fully considered the Constitution for 
the United States of America, do, in 
tho name and in behalf of the people of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as- 
sent to and ratify the said Constitution of 
the United States.” 

Similar language was employed by the 
other States. New Hampshire: “In be- 
half of the people of the State of New 
Hampshire.” New York: “By the dele- 
gates of the people of the State of New 
York.” Virginia: “In the name and i 
behalf of the people of Virgi 
on as to all the States, the language being 
unmistakable that the people of the States, 
not the people of the United States, were 
ratifying the Constitution, for the people 
of the United States aro’ not allowed to 
vote for President or other officers, all of 
which are voted for and elected by the 
people of each State. One may be a 
citizen of the United States, but one can- 




















not vote unless he is a citizen of a State, 

and then he votes in accordance with the 

laws of the State of which he is a citizen. 
Returning to Madison’s answer to Henry. 





made more explicit, if need be, by the 
declaration of principles with which New 
York accompanied her ratification of the 
Constitution. It was in these words: 
“That the powers’ of government may 
be resumed by the people, whenever it 
shall become necessary to their happiness ; 
that every power, jurisdiction, and right 
which is not by ‘the said Constitution, 
clearly delegated to the Congress of the 
United States, or the departments of the 
government thereof, remains to the people 
of the several State or to their respective 
State governments, to whom they may 
have granted the same.” There is more 
secession in that declaration than in any 
other contemporary document. 

North Carolina, the first State to de 
clare independence, and on whose soil the 
first battle in ‘the Revolution was 
fought, withheld her _ratification. 
until the Constitution was amended em- 
bodying a declaration against “encroach- 








ments upon the great principles of civil 
and religious liber 

It is believed that “Critic” has ample 
leisure to study the debates of the Con- 
vention which framed the Constitution, 
and no American ought to rise from the 
reading of those debates without resolving, 
anew that the Constitution shall be main- 
tained as framed and interpreted by its 
patriotic founders. 

The charge of “Critic,” that I have 
made misleading statements is not sup- 
ported by the Journal of the Convention, 
nor by the declaration of the States ratify- 
ing the Constitution, nor by an amend- 
ment to that instrument. There can be 
no higher proof than such records, and if 
“Critic” has entered this controversy 
without informing himself, or if he wishes 
to give an exhibition of political zeal, in 
either case he is disqualified for the dignity 
of a Constitutional discussion. 

It will he difficult to impress the belief 
of “ Critic” upon Americans that Jefferson 
taught pernicions doctrines. ‘The writer 
of ‘the Declaration of , Independence, 
and the author of the Act of Religions 
Freedom, will not be condemned as a sedi- 
tious citizen upon the authority of 
“Critic,” who has probably read neither 
the Declaration nor the Act, and has failed 
to catch the spirit of either. Calhoun 
favoured the doctrine of nullification ; he 
did not favour secession; he contended 
that a State could remain in the Union 
and refuse to obey a law of Congress, until 
the Supreme Court decided she should. 
That was the extent of Calhoun’s offend- 
ing, and when he attempted to put his 
doctrine into practice in South Carolina, 
it was President Jackson, Southern man, 
that got ready to whip South Carolina into 
her right senses, and war was averted. 
Many people, North and South, regretted 
then and regret now, that’ President 
Buchanan, a Northern man, did not show 
the same determination to preserve the 
Union in 1860 ; and it is probable that had 
the question of the extension of slavery to 
the Territories been left to the Supremo 
Court to determine, war might have again 
been averted, but’ the party headed by 
Lincoln decided in its convention that 
slavery should not be extended to the 
territories. The Supreme Court had de- 
cided that a territory was the common pro- 
perty of the States forming the Union, 
and the Democratic party argued that 
slaves, recognised as property by the 
Coustitution, and decided to be property 
by the Supreme Court, could be carried to 
a territory like any other property. Lin- 
coln was not opposed to slavery existing in 
the States which were slave States at the 
time of his election as President ; he op- 
posed its extension to a territory, and that 
was the issue at the beginning of the war. 
The extension of slavery did not mean an 
increase of slaves, for the slave trade 
had long been interdicted, but it was 
believed by many that the condition of 
the slave would be benefitted by being 
removed to a broader area; and when a 
territory was ready to apply for admission 
as a State it remained with the white 
voters thereof to decide whether slavery 
should or should uot exist in that terri- 
tory. 

‘here were a large number of slave 
holders in the South who were opposed to 
the institution of slavery, and had the 
whole question been left to the Supreme 
Court, and had the religious politicians of 
the North and the sectional fanaties of 
the South been arrested and gaoled, 
calmer counsel might have prevailed. 

In an article, possibly intended to be in- 
structive as to facts, the expression “ 
rogant slave oligarchy of the South” is 
intemperate, and meaningless at this late 
date. It is supposed that “Critic” meant 
to refer to those of the South who were 
slave holders anterior to the war, and 
among that number were Washington and

Jefferson and others who were mainly in- 
strumental in founding the Government 
and shaping its career of prosperity The 
expression is of plebeian origin, and its use 
to illustrate any idea indicates poverty 
of mind and a mental habit of indelicacy 

The truth is there was a conscientious 
difference of opinion between the 
North and South upon a problem which it 
was difficult to solve, and it is more plea- 
sant to fecl, as Lincoln felt, when, stand- 
ing on the ficld of Gettysburg, he exclaim- 
‘ed: “This place is consecrated to American 
valour by the bravery of the soldiers from 
all sections of my country, and I am proud 
to claim them all aymy countrymen.” That 
sentiment I commend to “Critic,” and 
submit to him that the tone of his reply 
argues a spirit of political servility not in 
keeping with the independence of Ameri- 
can thought.

LI TAN AND HIS CONSORT. 
—a 
BY WM. ARTHUR CORNALY. 

The recent discovery of the coffin and 
remains of an Empress of the eighth 
ceutury, three or four miles from Hanyang 
city, naturally draws attention to the per- 
sonage thus interred, and suggests the 
question as to how her bejewelled remains 
came to be buried in that particular region, 
when the capital city of China at that time 
was the modern Helin, in Shensi, say 450 
miles away, as the crow flies. 

The country folk are, of course, absorbed 
in the all-important ‘enquiry as to the 
precise value of the jewels abducted from 
the old-time coftin, ‘and in the burning 
question as to whether the lotus-digyers 
who opened it will ever be captured and 
executed, for their crime is supposed to be 
unspeakably heinous. 

Such enquiries not being easy of answer, 
the popular mind next seizes on the next 
best mubjest of cogitation, as to what inan- 
ner of folks Li'Tan and his consort were. 
And the book-shops where the Ting 
dynasty romances are sold, and the tea- 
shops where the stid romances are recited, 
have of late had a few more customers 
than ordinarily. 

In the career of Li Tan and his wife, the 
romancist has more ample scope than with 
better-known personages, for the reason 
that the orthodox historical annals of 
China have so little to say on the subject. 
The less we know about a given fact, the 
more we may allow our dream-faculties full 
Blar—a tule which is of general scope in 

thina as elsewhere. And the tale-teller has 
done his work s0 well, from the popular 
standpoint, that there is hardly a more 
generally quoted Emperor in Mid-China 

‘than this same Li Tan, whose imaginary 
history. forms a favourite theme with the 
teashop orator everywhere. 

The tale-book version is that Li Tan was 
the son of the rightful Empress of Kao 
Chung, born just upon her deposition in 
favour of that fatal young hvauty, who had 
fascinated the Emperor's father, then had 
been ‘sent away to «nunnery, then taken 
into the palace by Kao Chung on his ac- 
cession, to worm her way upwards until 
she ruled Chins for twenty years, and be- 
came known as Wu Tsé-tlien (Wu, the 
Equal of Heaven) aud Empress Dowager of 
execrable memory. 

But though all the rest is matter of his- 
tory, Li Tan was her own son, and the 

thetic tale. of an Empress committing 

er babe to a eunuch, writing a blood- 
letter, and killing herself, is alla myth, as 
also much of Li Tan's after-wanderings,— 
his employment in the grocery store of a 
certait Hu fa; his listening to the harp- 
sichord played so feclingly by Hu Fah’s 
niece; his unconventional entrance into 
the room ; her dream that night ; the secret 
betrothal ‘next morning, with an Imperial 
tinket as the betrothal token ; the fogging 











almost to death-point inflicted on Li Tan 
by his bully of a master, the meeting of 
Li Tan, as shop-boy, with a loyal general 
the flight ; his betrothed’s imminent danger 
in a lonely temple; her being rescued

And on searching the genuine 
history of China, we just find Li Tan 
wedged in a parenthesis between the in- 
famous Empress Dowager and the famous © 
son of Li ‘Tan (Hsiian Chung), best known 
as Ming Huang, the Lustrous Monareh, 

‘That young Li Tan had much adversity 
and learned some of the lesions taught in 
that hard-henched schoolroom, we 
gather however. And that his consort, if 
not such a romartic personage as the tale- 
hooks say, was yet faithful and virtuons 
in times when domestic disorder was the | 
characteristic of the day, seems alse 
well authenticated. Unless an Empre: 
@ genius in wisdom or wickednes 
actor in some tragedy, the Impe 
torians deal with her in respectful silence. 
And such is the guerdon which the ages | 
yield to the Indy whose veritable boues 
and jewels have been unearthed by certain 
lotus-diggers from the black mud whe 
they have reposed for nearly twelve 
hundred years.

‘The fact is that the succession to the 


throne was somewhat ‘mixed up” in those 
years, But on straightening out the tangle, 
we tind that, on the death of Kao Chun, 
(A.D. 684), his fourth son (and son of the 
infamous Wu) was raised to the throne for 
i or £0; but on his asserting his pre- 
rogative to appoint his father-in-law to 
high office, the Empress Dowager Wu set 
him aside in favour of her next son Li Tan, 
but again setting him aside, she ruled for 
twenty years in her own name, a nanie 
singularly unfrigrant. ‘Then when she was 
eighty years old, and sick, Li Tan's elder 
brother again took the Throne for four 
years, and in 710, ow his death by poison, 
Li Tan became Emperor in (the present) 
Hsian city till 713, when a comet appeared! 

“What of that?” ask the uninitiated. 

Let the reply be given from the authentic 
Chineso Annals (under the year B. C. 361), 
for while every recorded solar eclipse in 
old time meant that there was desperate 
wickedness in hig pl ces, so the comet. 

ng extremely un- 
lucky. comet is a tailed star of 
‘ominous significance. If of an azure colour, 
statesmen are going to rouse their martial 
forces against the Son of Heaven ; if purple, 
marauders will ravage the frontiers; if 
yellow, harem favourites will steal the pre- 
rogatives of sovereignty ; if white, there 
will be mutiny in the army; if black 
Puzzle! How could anyone see a black 
comet? Give it up! But we have trans- 
lated enough to prove that acomet is a 
decidedly uncomfortable thing to have 
hanging over one—a veritable sword of 
Damocles indeed.

Bat that Li ‘up once had a palace at 
Hanyang seemsmore than likely. And were 
this a Western and not an Oriental land, 
exc.vations would seem to be as important 
‘a consideration as the attempted tracking 
of the lorus-digging fugiti es. . 

But the identificatin of the remains 
seems uncertain. And here we cannot resist 
telling a tie, with due apologies to the 
Imperial dead. 

‘A certain genial clergyman was once 
Headmaster of Ciifton College, Bristol ; 
and, wishing to inspire the small boarders 
of his houseliold with a love for geulogical 
antiquity, he took them to the Bristol 
‘Museum, where there is a remarkably fine 
newly-acyuired specimen of an iethyoswurus 
skeleton. 

Said oue of the junior innocents: “But, 
please Sir, how did they kuow that that 
was its mame?” 

Head-master Wilson was equal to the 
emergency, and replied: “Why, my lad, 
did you not see in the ‘Western Daily 
Press’ that they found its pocket-hand- 
kerchiof with the word ‘Tehthyosanrus' 
embroidered upon it?”

Voluntary retirement, was a good mother; 
and from the silence of the chroniclers wo 
gather that, in disorderly times, she was « 
good wife and Empress too. For centuries 
the popular breast has been moved to sighs 
of sympathy and anon to exultation at the 
recital of her imaginary adventures. And 
ler us hope that, though her career was less 
romantic, it was not less noble than that 
reported’ by the tea-shop orators the 
eighteon provinces over.

PATER the foal tribute to Nature, ant 
father Camboné, by means of a rough 
winding machine, obtained. qaite enough 
thread to show ‘thar the spider em be 
exploited by man, in Madagasear, if not 
in furope. A machine which is said to 
answer all practical purposes sinee 
been constructed by a French official at 
Antananarivo, and will be sown in opera- 
tion at the Exhibition. The apparatus 
comprises a sal frame containing 1 
small boxes, in each of which a spider is 
placed on its back and held in position 
by a small guillotine shutter. The twelve 
filaments are passed through an eyelet 
and over a reel worked by means of 
pedal. A separate contrivance twists the 
twelve filaments into a single thread, and 
each thread is afterwards doubled, to give 
the necessary strength for weaving. As 
soon as a spider ceases to produce filament, 
the insect is replaced by another, without 
stopping the machine, and is’ turned 
out to graze, if the expression 
permissible, for about ten days, 
end of which period it can be again 
used. The tests: appliet to spi ler-silk 
show it to be slightly less elastic than 
ordinary silk but a title stronger. 
grain is much finer and the natural colour, 
a tilliant golden, is far superivr. One of 
the exhibits is to be a canopy, made 
entirely from spider-silk and said to be 
‘a marvel of beauty. 

‘THE FIRE DANGER. 

For the sake of visitors and, in fact, of 
everyone concerned in the Exhibition 
it is to be hoped that some satisfact: 
measures will be taken for protection 
against fire. Paris is very much behind 
the times in this “respect. Th 
fire brigade is part of the Army. Cor 
scripts serve their three years in the fire- 
brigade just as they do in a regiment’ of 
infantry or cavalry. Part of their time 
is devoted to military drill. ‘The outcome 
of this system is that the percentage of 
really efficient firemen in the brigade is 
very small, and that by the time a man 
has attained efficiency his period of service 
has nearly expired, so that the brigade 
can only claim his services for a com- 
paratively short time. There is no mis- 
taking the courage and devotion with 
which the Paris firemen do their duty, but 
the system is radically bad, and gives 
them “no cliance. At the Comédie- 
Frengaise fire last week, the men lost a 
great deal of valuablo time in hunting for 
the pipes and hydrants, the position of 
which seemed to be quite unknown to 
them. No water could be obtained from 
‘a hydrant opposite the theatre, because 
the firemen had forgotten to open the 
stop-cock (fixed below tho surface, to 
avoid the possibility of freezing). There 
is no knowing what progress the fire 
might not have made had not one of 
| the water-company’s men helped the fire- 
men out of the hole by showing them where 
to look for the mains and hydrants. These 
facts inspired the Prefect of Police with 
an excellent idea. He decided to person- 
ally test the fire-extinguishing arrange- 
ments in the Exhibition. The result was 
very much the same as in the case of the 
Comédie-Frxneaise. There was plenty of 
fire-brigade but very little water, and the 
Prefect, in great wrath, expressed his in- 
tention’ of inting an entirely new 
committee, with himself as President, to 
revise the whole system. For my own 
part, I should feel much more confidence 
in a dozen practical firemen than in any 
number of committees. If it is a fact tha 
the Emperor Francis Joseph has declined 
to send any valuable pictures to the Ex- 
| hibition, one can only applaud his caution.

LIVING IN PARIS. 

If L wore asked for au apinion as to the 
advisability of visiting Paris this year, I 
should reply: “Do so by all means—if 
you can alford it.” There can be no 
manner of doubt that the Exhibition, and 
the motley crowds who will flock to it, 
will be well worth seeing : but again tho 
proviso must be inserted. ‘The man who 
Ohjects to paying two dollars for what 
ought not to cost him more than one had 
better stay away. His feelings would 
he perpetually harrowed if he came to 
Paris in 1900, ‘The keepers of hotels, 
restaurants, catés, pensions, aud shops havo 
fully made up their minds to make money. 
ont of visitors, and expecially foreigners, 
who are all popularly supposed to be rich, 

nd ignorant of the prices that ought to 
be paid. ‘This determinat on_has alrendy 
begin to make itself felt. Many cler 
govervesses and other tenants ‘of cheep 
rooms have had notice to quit unless they 
ure prepared to pay Exhibition prices, and 
many of them will experience the utmost 
difficulty in finding other accommodation 
within their limited means, Food is already 
source anil consequently dearer than over. 
‘These facts show clearly enough that Paris 
during the coming summer will be no place 
f-r those who have not plenty of money to 
spend. At the same time, there will 
probably not be the same rush for accom- 
modation as there was in 1889, when 
people were glad to pay a sovereign x 
night for the most miserable cubicles.

The spacious Bois de Boulogne on the 
west side of Paris, although outside the 
! ying of fortifications, ix so much frequented 
y ians that it seems to form part of 
In its use to the citizens, it may 
be likened to a certain extent to our Lon 
\ don Hyde Park, but the Bois is very much 
| larger, larger indeed than all the principal 
! London Parks put together. Porte Maillot, 
the nearest point to the Bois, is rather 
| more than two miles from the Place de la 
Concorde. The rond lies straight along 
| the Avenue des Champs Elysées to the 
Place de 'Etoile; from this Place no less 
| than twelve avenues diverge in different 
rections; in the centre of the Place 
tands the Grand Are de Triomphe de 
PEtoile, said to be the biggest triumphal 
arch in’ the world, and a landmark from 
many parts of Paris. In 1806, Napoleon 
the First began to put up this huge arch, 
| and it was finished by Louis Philippe. It 
| is 162 feet high, 147 feet wide, and 73 feet 
| deep, and is adorned with groups of sculp- 
ture, representing incidents chiefly relating 
to the first Emperor's victories; other 
statuary was to have been placed on the 
| top; this arch has already cost nearly half 
a million pounds. There is a fine view of 
| Paris from the top of the arch. The Avenue 
\de Ia Grande Armée soon leads from the 
Place de l'Etoile to the Porte Maillot, but 
| the favourite drive to the Bois from’ this 
Place, is along the fine Avenue du Bois de 
; Boulogne, which leads through the Porte 
Dauphine by the route de Suresnes on the

The Bois de Boulogne was once a part of 
the large forest of Rouvray which was 
crown property.

‘THR ZOOLOGICAL AND BOTANICAL GARDE 


At the north end is the enclosed Jardin . 
@’Acclimatation, made for the purpose of 
introducing into France, throughout the 
whole country, all kinds of useful or orna- 
mental animals and plants. Parisians 
seem to be very proud of these interesting 
gardens, and seem anxious that foreigners 
should see them. ‘They cover about fifty 
acres, and contain greenhouses, hothouses, 
a small museum, a winter garden, an 
aquarium, a monkey house, parrots, 
various aquatic and other birds, serpents, 
dogs, antelopes, elephants, giraffes, lamas, 
and many other animals not ferocious. 
‘The Bois is bounded on the west by the 
Seine. 

Just outside the Bois de Boulogne, north 
of the Jardin d'Acclimatation, is the plea- 
sant suburb of Neuilly. ‘There was a 
chatean here, a favourite residence of 
Louis Philippe ; this was destroyed during 
the revolution ‘of 1848, and the park has 
been cut up for building. ‘The professional 

n of Paris seem to have a fancy for 

ig in Neuilly. A fate takes place here 
-y year about the end of June and lasts 
about'a fortnight: it is amusing and is 
patronised by Parisians. 

‘Tho Hippodrome de Longchamps is in 
the south-west part of the Bois de Bou- 
logne ; here the chief lat horse races that 
take place near Paris are run in March, 
April, May, June and September, and in 
spite of their frequency attract crowds of 
spectators. 

The Champ de Courses d’Auteuil is at 
the opposite corner of the Bois from Long- 
champs ; steeplechases and hurdle races are 
run here in spring, summer and autumn. 



































‘THE ABBEY OF ST, DENIS. 


A very interesting excursion of rather 
less than five miles is to the famous 
Abbey of St. Denis, for many centuries 
the Inst resting-place of the Kings and 
Queens of France. The busy town of St. 
Denis lies close to the Seine, and the 
Abbey Church, or Cathedral, is its princi- 
pal object of ‘interest. We go either by 
train from the Gare du Nord, or by tram 
from the starting points either of the 
iadeleine or the Opera-house, or from 
the Place du Chatelet. St. Denis is the 
patron saint of France, and the name St. 
Denis, or sometimes Montjoye St. Denis, 
was for a long period the warery of the 
French soldiers, and this ‘was continued 
long after the banner of St. Denis, red 
silk covered with golden tongues, had 
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fallen into disuse in the time of Louis th 
Eleveuth. 

Denis or Dionysius is said to have been 
the head of a band of missionaries sent 
from Rome to Gaul in the middle of the 
third century. He took up his residence 
in Lutetia, as Paris was then called, and i 
became its first bishop. In the latter part |

would not ‘like it, Defendant said that 
the mud could he remyved and he became 
angry. Defendant. took a revolver from 
{his pocket and fired at the coolies below. 

Defendant said he had trouble with the 
cnolies and would pay them that fishion, 
Witness told him not to use the revolver 
he fired and the ooolies ran away. 
coolies had been troubling defendant but 
there wax no trouble just then, Lo 
Kway fell down and defendant went away. 
Witness had the man sent to the Hospital, 

Crossexamined by Mr. Allen, witness 
repeated his statement that there would be 
| trouble if he took the mud from one parti- 
ular place. ‘here had Leen some disnyree- 
ment on the previous day about shifting the 
mud ag ordered by defendant. ‘The men 
were filling in the bunding. “Witness had 
never had any trouble with Marshall, 
Defendant was the foreman and witness 
enuaged the labour,

Evidence was given hy another coolie to 
the effect that defendant and the first 
native witness were on the bund on the 
question, Defendant wanted them to 
take mud from the side of the creck and 
they refused ay it belonged t the country 
people, Witness only heard the nvise of 
the shooting and saw the man fall. 

Inspector Reed deposed to the wounded 
inan being brought to Yangtsepoo Police 
Station, Witness examined him and found 
two wounds on the right thigh and a «mall 
hole in his trouyers, which were blood- 
stained. He had the man sent to the 
Hokpital. 

Sergeant McDowell gave evidence that 
in consequence of a report he went to 
Yangtzopoo on the 27th ultimo but did 
not see defendant until 10.15 that night, 
when he arrested him in Boone Row, 
When arrested, defendant made a state: 
ment. After ‘witness hnd cautioned him 
he said the Chinese Imad begun to get 
nasty ant he would uot let them “yet 
away” with him. Witness took from him 
a revolver and 40 rounds of amavunitior 
‘There were four cartridges in the revolver. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

Defendant, who was cautioned, then 
made astatement. When he reached the 
work, he said, on the morning of the 26th 
ultimo, he found the men had been throwing 
ashes about when he had tuld them uot to do 
so. He told them to put mud in until the 
ashes were taken out. He did not know 
much Cinese, but he stepped the coolies 
from working and they “jumped” on him 
and mobbed him, aud beat him with their 
hooks. He was struck on the arm and the 
side. He had to run away when they 
came for him. He asked Me, Dowling to 
lend him a revolver to protect himself with, 
When he came to the work with Mr. 
Dowling they hadrunaway, That night he 
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Dought a revolver for self-protection. ‘The 
next morning when he ordered them to 
take mud from one place and not from 
another, as it was another m property 
they refused to obey. ‘Those coolies on 
the bund gathered round and he fired at 








random to. scare them off. They ran 
away act the field; one dropped 
and he knew that he ‘had hit lnm, 


He had reson to fear violence on the day 
hefore, as the men were standing about 
with stones and ho» held his pipe as if 
were a revolver, He was afraid to go by 
them and waited for Mr. Schiirif to ne~ 
‘company him from the work, 

Mr. Allen asked the Court to trke into 
consideration the evidence on hoch sides 
anid he urged that what had been done 
was in self-defence, 

Inspector Reed said, in answer to the 
Consul-General, there’ is a penalty for 
carrying concealed weapons. 

‘The Court. said there certainly should 
be some restriction on the sale of revolvers. 
It was clear to the Court that the police 
did not charge defendant with intent to 
kill and the whole testimony went to show 
he had no malice against the wounded 
man, He had fired at random and there 
was no testimony of malice. The Court 
saw from the evidence a disregard of the 
proper method of managing such business 
and there was nothing shown in the 
dence to justify the use of a revolver. The 
men were working 8 ft. or 10 ft. away from 
defendant at the time and there was no 
evidence of an assault on him. There was 
certain premeditation in the purchase of 
the revolver. The Court could not too 
strongly condemn the practice of carrying 
revolvers during the day’s business. There 
was no justification for defendant carrying 
a revolver on this occasion. 

Mr. Allen said the evidence showed the 
disposition of the coolies and defendant 
only bought the revolver to protect: him- 
self from the violence he feared from them. 
There was no testimony to contradict that 
violence was feared. ‘The revolver was not 
fired at any particular person, and tl 
person was wounded was a mere accident. 
Defendant was justified and he only took 
measures necessary to paotect himself from 
the vielence he feared. 

‘The Consul said there was nothing in the 
testimony regarding cither the 26th or 
Orth that would justify the tse of firearms, 
The injured man was in hospital and would 
he for three weeks, and his nmintenauce 
and that of his would have to be 
attended to. Defendant was then ordered 
to pay a fine of $75 or go to the Consular 
gnol for 60 days.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs. Noid, Murray & Co. P. 


PISCE GOODS.—There is very little to advise in our market he past week, which has been greatly broker o by the Race 
holidays, but ne ymptons about that point to a better feeling all round. ‘This is chiefly shown in the decided * 
movement that has been made by the Newcuwaxe dealers entering the market for American Piece Goods aud it is roughly estimated 
that about two hundred thousand pieces of Drills ant Shu Importers however have not participa ed to uny 
extent in this movement, the sales to a great measure having been holders who are realizing the goods paid for some 
time ago. It is said the larger portion of the sales have heen made for immediate psyment. The reports from the Trextsix_ markets 
are much better, the goods are going more freely into consumption and there is a general improved tone in enquiry. Favorable advices 
have also been received from the Rrver Poxrs, bat nothing of interest has been come from N PO. 

In Baglish goods there is little to report from first hands except that the heavier makes of 
more attention and that prices at the Auctions are rather better all round. 5 

‘The Home markets continue firm with a slight tendency to easier prices but even this slight movement is of little use to importers 
‘fas rates are still far above the parity here. We have heard of no change in the price of Cotton. The Export is smaller again 
being only 29 million yards of Plain Cottons for last month while the Yarn shipments were 300 bales to Honukonys and 2,500 bales to 
Japan; uo Yarn being shipped to Shanshai. From New York we learn that the market there is steady but quiet with a tendency to 
easier rates owing to there being little or no enquiry from the home consumers. 

“tore fslitle to say about the Varn market, local spinnings being little asked for while enquiry for Indian counts remains much 
the same. 

Grey Shirtings.—Business in these goods is very slack, but there has been rather more enquiry and an improved demand is looked 
for, Only one sule of 8 pers in the book, that being Blue Crab at $2.20, but the heavier mukes have received more attention 
and we hear of several lines having been put through in 1u-Ibs, at prices in the avighbouthood of £2.99 per piece. In Light Weights 
and J21b. 36-inch goods we have not heard of any private business. Prices at Auction ure very firm, those for some qualities of 8 4-Ibs, 
being particularly so. 

‘White Shirtings.—Nothing reported privately under this heading while the sales at Auction again show a general decline, 

P-Cloths.—We have not heard of any sales from importers. Prices at Auction for the lighter goods are irregular, but those for the 
heavier makes are rather firmer. 

Jeans.--Nothing »ppears under this heading except a few sales at Auction where prices are more than maintained. 

Drills and “heetings.—Beyond a few sales at Auction there has been nothing done, but a considerable movement has taken place 
in American makes, but «s the greater portion of the transactiov.s have been sales by Chinese holders it is difficult to vet any reliable 
dquotations bat the following a'0 vot far wrong, Drills, Pueymont R74 not Pacolet $3.30 avd Pico Cats Head R48, Shectings 
‘Hnpleton Lion ¥3.50, Pacolet 3.45 Clifton CCC T3335 Pelzer AT3324, Clifton CCC T3.80, It is estimated that ubout 200,000 
piceos have beon dealt in altogether and the buik of them have been bought for Newehwang, only a small portioa, bought towards the 
Close of the week, having been taken by the Tientsin dealers. 

Fancy Goods.—This market seems to be at a standstill and we have not heard of a single transaction. Prices at auction again hal a 
tendency to go lower. 

Woollens.—'The weeks’ business has onco more heen confined to the auctions, Prices for Camlets in the earlier part fof the week were 
ola better but declined again at the latter sales. Long Els and Lastings are lower but the fall in prices is more ‘marked in Spanish 
Stripes which do not seem to have been much wanted.
